The question of supplying the citizens of 


Newport with water is one tbat has boeu 
uppermost in Mr. Norman's mind for some 
time, and it is safe to Kay Umt no other nmu 
could have overcome the difficulties to bo 
contended with in so vnsi. nn undertaking. 
Previous to tho notion of tho City Council 
iu July last, \vhon Mr. Norman was granted 
permisiiou to proceed with the work, Mr. 
Noruinn Imtl various sources from which to 
obtain water suggested to him, but at last 
ho came to the conclusion that tho water «t 
Eftston'* Pond ia tho most nriulable. 


The oUy 
of Newport granted certain 


rights to Mr. Norman, and ho at once pro- 
ceeded to utilize about sorcuty five acres of 
Eastern's Pond, part of which 
lies in tho 


town of Middlstown and part in the city of 
Newport. 
Middletown is separated at this 


point from Newport by n creek, over which 
ia a bridge, and from the centre of this 
structure Jltddletown runs in a northwester- 
ly direction. 


The real labor in connection with the 


water works commences near the bend on 
Aquirtneek avemio, from \yhich point a dam 
has been erected, running in a course south 


0 west and ia completed to tho extent of 


about two thousand feet, the height being 
about Haven feot above tho water. 
Vegeta- 


ble matter nbont two feet in thickness was 
removed for a epnca of iiro feet along tho 
entire length of tho enclosed tlsm, at ones 
cloAuiing the water and giving Iho work- 
men an opportunity to be moro expeditious 
in performing their duties. The marsh has 
been underlaid with a bed of line sand, and 
after removing tho vegetable matter, a pile 
of sand wns raised six feet high, which 
formed the centre of the dam, this being 
protected from wind, rain and wash of tho 
wator by sad which ia placed on a slope of 
one on two on the pond side, and one ou 
one on Iho outside. This will make the ei- 
:remo width about ten font on top. including 
the above slopes. 


After the dam runs about two thousand 


'eet east and west it bends, and taking n 


nveuuo aud (he road at tho buck of .ilia 
beach. These roatl* wouM co»t Mr. Nor- 
luau at least $i'">,000, but this largo MIIII 
.now mretl to Mr. Norman by the arrange. 
itttuU above sUtud. Mr. Norraau at flrsl 
iuteud«d lo build u road complotcly around 
tht pond, so thai iu raiaing lliu wator to 
the doiirod height, tho abutting land would 
not bo flooded. This, howovur, will not 
now be done; bttt instead Ihe water will bo 
raised to th» usual winter height, where it 
will be kopt, allowing all oilier water In pn« 
through the wasteway. 


With reference to the purity of the wot' 


it certainly will bear the most favorable 
cor.iptu'i»on with any supplied fo tho larger 
eitioB. Th4 braekishuts* caused by tha sea 
In the past has entirely disappeared, and at 
present (ho wator in vory pleasant and palal. 
able and will continue to purify throughout 
the winter raiui, so (hat in the spring there 
will bo few places in tho country (hat will 
havo wator equal to it.
